The  curriculum  up  to  this  point  has  emphasized  the  development 
of  a  good  body  concept.    This  is  a  pre-requisite  to  the  child's  total 
linguistic  development.  To  the  extent  the  child  perceives  himself  in  rela- 
tion to  his  environment  will  determine  his  over-all  linguistic  develop- 
ment.    In  essence,  the  child's  body  is  his  learning  tool.    This  is  the 
tool  he  will  use  in  exploting  and  learning  about  the  world  he  lives 
in.    We  must  make  the  child  aware  of  his  tools,  how  to  use  them  and  also 
what  they  are  capable  of  doing. 

Now  he  is  ready  to  learn  about  things  outside  his  own  immediate 

self.
